Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 35,37,39 and 41-46 (now renumbered 1,8,9,2,3,4,5,6 and 7) are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest a method/apparatus as claimed, and supported by 
the specification, wherein: a user searches for a desired device, a display displays icons 
corresponding to a device found as a result of the search, a second display displays a 
map, which, when an icon displayed in the first display is moved onto the map, acquires 
coordinate information representing the location on the map, and hierarchical 
information in first hierarchy represented by the map and a second hierarchy superior to 
the first hierarchy registered into the map, and registers the acquired information to the 
device. 

3. It is important to note that the relationship between the first and second 
hierarchies (the second hierarchy is "superior to" the first hierarchy) has been 
interpreted as meaning that the second hierarchy is at a higher level than the first. For 
example, the second hierarchy may represent a floor of a building where the first 
hierarchy represents a room on the floor. Another example would be the first hierarchy 
representing the organization and the second hierarchy representing the country where 
the organization is located. This interpretation is believed to be consistent with the 
specification (at least Page 12, Line 18 to Page 13, Line 16 and Page 20, Lines 9-17). 
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4. It should also be noted that the limitation "second location information in a 
second hierarchy ... registered into the map" has been interpreted as meaning that the 
second location information is part of the map. For example, in Fig 30, which is a map of 
a room, the second hierarchical information would correspond to the floor containing the 
room (2F), which appears on the map at top-center. This interpretation is believed to be 
consistent with the specification (at least Page 22, Lines 1-5). 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
